ke of Orleans. This seems to be taken 
soberly instead of as a joke by most people. 
The facts which are.the nominal cause of 
the crisis are well known. The Senate has 
two or three aimes within a few. days 
passed votes which virtually mean ‘no 
confidence’. in the present ministry. The 
Chamber has voted the other way and the 
Bourgeois Ministry has decided to remain in 
office. Not only that, but the Cabinet has 
exploited the action of the Chamber as a 
virtual vote of censure against the Senate. 
In fact, the Cabinet, backed as it believes it 
is by the Chamber, is defying the Senate. 
This raises a constitutional question which 
is both . grave’ and unprecedented. The 
Cabinet is jointly responsible to both 
houses, and the action which the ministers 
are taking is practically a coup d'etat. 
The Senate, like every politica! authority 
in France, is jealous of its prerogatives. 
Nobody imagines that it will do less than 
enforce its awthority unless driven from 
Luxembourg by a mob. It is the Chamber 
of Deputies which is mere likely to- recede 
from its posifion.. The Lower House has 
nominally’ a majority of Moderates, 
spite of its tolerance of a@ Radical Cabinet. 
The reason why it refrains from turning 
out Premier Bourgeois and his associates is 
that everybody. dreads the Cabinet crisis 
which would follow. It is the Radical and 
Socialist minority in the Chamber which 
creates most of the turmoil in French poli- 
tics and causés frequent-Cabinet changes, 
until it has come to pass that no Moderate 
leaders are left who are able and willing to 
carry on the*Government. 
PARIS, Feb. 13.—The litical: crisis is 
not solved. The friends of the Government 
say that the moderate Senators desire a 
settlement of the disputes, and, according to 
the Rappel, the Radical deputies will not 
raise a debate on the subject when the 
Chamber meets on Thursday, but the 
Moderates will vy Powe and the members of 
the extreme Left ihtend to stump the coun- 
try in protest against the attitude of the 
Senate. f

CLEVELAND “DISPLEASED. 


The Proclamations of Gen. Weyler Are 
Distasteful to Him. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—President Cleve- 
land is very much incensed at the proclama- 
tions of General Weyler, who is now in Cuba 


to crush the insurgents. The President 
holds that Weyler’s edicts are barbarous 
and not according io the rules of civilized 
warfdre, in that h‘s ultimatum makes no 
distinction between citizens of any country. 
General Weyler s2vs that ‘all citizens must 
abandon their property and estates and 
come within the Spanisk lines, no matter 
what position tnéey have heretofore held, 
otherwise they will be treated as rebels. 
Should an American citizen, according to a 
literal construction of the Spanish General’s 
Jroclamation, be found outside of the Span- 
sh lines, he is to be treated as an enemy and 
tried by court-martial. 

Weyler says that plantations of neutrals 
are the harbors of refuge for the rebels, and 
that in order to crush the insurrection it is 
Jecessary to burn the property of everybody 
who is hot an avowed friend of Spain, 

Mr. Cleveland intentionally held back the 
sorrespondence asked for by the House un- 
til after the arrival of Weyler, hoping that 
he would outline his policy and thus afford 
rome basis for an executive message favor- 
able to Cubans. . But since the General’s ar- 
rival and his bloodthirsty and unheard of 
edicts, the Chief Executive is becoming 
more and more exasperated at the aims of 
the Government of Spain. 

In the correspondence relating to the Ven- 
ezuelan question, Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Ol- 
ney conceded the right of Great Britain and 
pther European countries to regulate the af- 
[dirs of the Eastern Hemisphere, but stated 
that the United States reserved the right 
to control and regulate the affairs of the 
Western Hemisphere, and egpecially where 
the safety and interests of this Government 
were at stake. ,

He Will Be Hanged Thursday Unless

While the death watch is over William 
Fitzgerald, condemned to die between 6 and 
7 o’clock Thursday morning for the murder 
of Annie Naesens, a last effort is being made 
to save him. 


The date originally set for Fitzgerald's 
execution was Jan. 31. ,.Two days before 
that, Gov. Stone grantéd him a reprieve 
until Thursday.

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' ELECTRIC SWITCHING. 


If electricity could be used as a motive 
power instead of. steam in the Bads 
tunnel and in the railroad yards in the 
Mill Creek Valley, St. Louis would ‘have 
taken a long step towards becoming a 
smokeless city. Under present condi- 
tions the passage through the tunnel is 
a horror to visitors, and there is no doubt 
that the Mill Creek Valley is one of the 
smokiest localities in the city: 

Manager Bryan of the Terminal .Rail- 
roads says that the use of electricity is 
not feasible in the tunnel. Has he seen 
a circular whichis being sent out giv- 
ing the results of the first official exhibi- 


‘tion of electricity as applied to switching 


cars on the Brooklyn Bridge? A study 
of that circular might modify his opin- 
ion. 

The use of electricity for 8witching pur- 
poses on the Brooklyn Bridge‘was under- 
taken with great hesitation, because of. 
the difficulties in the way. Of course the 
conditions are not the same as those in 
St. Louis, but the traffic on the great 
bridge is so immense and hard to handle, 
that the successful working of the elec- 
trical system ought to encourage our 
own railroad managers to make every 
effort to give St. Louis the benefit of 
this smokeless appliance. 

Under the system as it is being used on 
‘the Brooklyn Bridge, each train of cars 
will be switched in lesa than twenty sec- 
onds. There are four electrical motors 
attached to each car and each car thus 
equipped will handle a complete train. 

The most novel and noteworthy feat- 
ures of this new system are the two col- 
leetors of the car roof, which are made 
on the lazy tongs principle, collapsible 
and expansible, and with a long curved 
‘T arm on top instead of a trolley. This 
enables the collector at éither end of the 
car to pass from one wire to another 
without any attention on the part of the 
‘conductor. Perhaps with this collector 
the multiplicity of wires which Manager 
Bryan says would be ,mecessary in the 
St. Louls tunnel would present ne insur-

The members to the agreement have all 
notified their employes of the change. 

The employes affected are the cutters, trim- 
mers, machine operators and fitters. The 
entire number employed by the combine is 
from 900 to 1,000. The number go far out 
is a comparatively small one. The manu- 
facturers say they are prepared for the 
strike. 

Isaac Abel, Secretary of Garment Work- 
ers’ Union No. 61, said his union was nearly 
1,000 strong and that about 900 of its mem- 
bers, éutters and trimmers, were affected 
by it. As to the outcome he thinks the 
union was never so strong and that the 
manufacturers cannot at this season afford 
a long lock-out. The question at issue is, 
at bottom, whether the garment workers 
of Chicago who now receive the best pay 
for eight hours’ work are to be reduced 
to the same footing as in other cities 
where the men only get the same wages 
for nine hours’ work.

a: ety from transacting business. They 
ad been for several years engaged in 
business there and it is not claimed that 
they had failed to comply with any of the 
requirements imposed upon them. Their ex- 
clusion under the circumstances seems to 
justify.some action by the Legislature and 
this bill was prepared for the purpose of 
providing means to enable the insurance 
department ta. properly protect our homie 
corporations by.requiring the superintendent 
to exclude foreign corporations from the 
privilege of transacting business here, when 
the like privilege is denied to our compa- 
nies desiring to transact business in a for- 
eign coun While retaliatory legislation 
is not usually to be commended, it should be 
enacted for purposes of self-defense and the 
protection of our-business interests when- 
ever it appears that any other State or 
country is unwilling to accord to our citizens 
reasonable reciprocal privileges within its 
dominions. 
“To take no notice of the exclusion of our 
companies under the circumstances indi- 
cated, would imply lack of A iam oe and 
self-respect on the part of our‘people.’ 
The vernor goes on to note the objec- 
tions offered to the bill.and concludes by 
Saying: 
“The probability of the exclusion of any 
foreign companies under this' bill Is, I think, 
very remote, but éven if a few of the com- 
panies naw doi ng business in this State shall 
be excluded under the operation of this 
law it seems quite clear that there will con- 
tinue to be enough regular insurance in ad- 
dition to that which might be obtained un- 
der the law last cited to accommodate the 
needs of our people. The justness of the 
principle embodied in this bill is almost uni- 
versally conceded by those who have given 
it attention during its executive considera- 
tion, and while some objections to the meas- 
ure might be removed by its modification in 
form and scope, these do not-seem to be of 
sufficient importance to require ‘the return 
of the bill to the Legislature for that pur- 
pose. The bill is, therefore, approved.”’
